Belgium Trade Treaty. 

We may note three several stages in llie 
liistory.pl Treaties of Commerce and Naviga- 
tion. The writings of Aduin Smith obtained 
lor I'rcattes'of Commerce ami Navigation a 
very evil repute; The object of .such docu- 
inents lied in his day always been to seccre to 
the contruclirtg parlies a dbublo monopoly, 
cuelistiptiliitiu.tr for i he exclusion of all com- 
petitor's lioiii t lie other's marltet. As soon as 
it was demonstrated llmf :i uionopoly was a 
simple blunder, the instrument (ho end and 
object of twllich hud been to secure; monopo- 
lies fell into discredit. Such a Treaty was 
merely an agreement between two purities to 
manage their impoit trade in the way least 
lienelicial to bach other. The second kind ol 
Ooimnereial Treaty was one in which each 
contracting party agreed to take oil' duties in 
consideration of similar reduction on Iiis own. 
This differed froiu the first kind in tho very 
important tcspuot that the end sought was 
good, ami Dot evil. Hut this, also, sinned 
against sound principles, by the assumption 
that tlm collection of heavy duties on the pro- 
tluce of lotcigu countries, though an evil to 
the country whoso produce was taxed, wad a 
good lo (lie country imposing the tux,— in 
other words, that it can be the interest of a 
nation lo create an artificial clearness and 
scarcity by taxes on foreign imports. Ol this 
nature is C-ur recent Treaty with Franeu— a 
measure which, though lounded on a faulty 
principle, has been undoubtedly productive ol 
much good. We have now a Treaty of Com- 
merce and Navigation with Belgium which is 
entirely distinct from the two classes, ami is. 
as- far as we understand it. entirely free from 
any objection. Except incidentally, and by 
way of temporary exception to its general 
principle, this Treaty does not deal with the 
ijuestion of tariffs, leaving them to be dealt 
with by each Government' with re fere nee to 
tho Ways otid Means of the year, instead of 
being inmlc matters of contract so that it may 
become ujmost necessary to go to war with 
another State in order lo levy the taxes ne- 
cessary for the support ol the Government, 
but prohibited by treaty regulations. 

The Treaty with Belgium will be road with 
surprise bv those who aie not conversant 
with the t'railiiions, many ol them breathing 
the most illiberal spirit, which are dignilieil 
by the name of the Law of Nations. The 
surprise in rending this Treaty is that it 
should have been necessary to stipulate for 
such rights between the people of two friend- 
ly cor.nl lies. Tims it is provided that lhe 
subjects of either contracting party shall 
have the same rights and privileges in mai- 
lers of commerce and navigation as lhe na- 
tive subjects of the other contracting parly ; 
that the subject ol each rcsiilins in lhe do- 
minions of the other shall bo allowed to 
manage their own affairs without being inter- 
fered with, or beiny compelled to employ a 
particular class ol agents or brokers,— a 
clause which would seem lo have some hear- 
ing on itiu metage revenue of the city of Lon- 
don. Each nation is to be placed entirely 
on the fooling of lire most favored nation, 
though it is to be hoped that licit hor party 
will lor the future have any "favored nation.-' 
In the same spoil it is agreed that in de- 
ciding what shall be a British' and what a 
Belgian vessel, the criterion shall be what 
is British or Belgian according lo the British 
or Belgian law. As regards the imposition 
of dues, and the loading and unloading of 
ships, no privilege shall he granted to unlive i 
vessels not also granted lo tho .-.hips of the 
other conlratftir/g Power. Nor shall any iliti- 
i ri iiiimtir.g dues be levied. Each country 
r.d nits the vessel ol the oiher in its coasting 
trade. Property in trade murks, patterns/, or 
models in the manufactures of the one coun- 
try is recognised in '.he other. In the case 
of wreck, lhe vessel and goods which may 
be saved shall bo restored to the proprietor 
or agents if they claim them, and, if not, 
shall be delivered to the Briiish or Belgian 
Consul in whose district die wreck shall 
have taken place. 

The principles on which it is founded arc 
eminently just and liberal. Her ceforlh it 
seems lo say. between lhe two nations par- 
ties lo this instrument, commerce shall take 
up u totally new position. The notion that 
the Stale has any interest, by nay laws 
whatever, to throw the conduct of its com- 
moroial transactions into the bunds of na- 
tives raih'iir than of foreigners, or to insure 
the currying trade to its own ships rather 
than to the ships of others, is entirely ex- 
ploded. The i. mile 'criterion recognized will 
be the interest of the consumer. Commerce 
being the affair of the consumer, nationality 
shall nol be allowed to inlerlero with that 
unfettered competition which is its life and 
soul. The principle is exceedingly simple: 
— in mailers of buying and soiling perfect 
equality between matt and man. Nations 
will continue lo have governments, institu- 
tions, and laws wid.-ly different from each 
other. But in matters of commerce these 
barriers ought to fall, and one law pervade 
the world — lhe law of personal and absolute 
equality. Many things in Knrope are tend- 
ing to this consummation. In America, 
Unfortunately, it is exactly the contrary. 
While lhe most enlightened nations of the 
old World are bunt upon breaking down old 
distinctions and privileges, the effort of 
America is to raise every rampart against 
the principle of the Anglo- Belgian — equality 
in matters of commerce between uative and 
foreign er. — English paper.

Return of the Bute Inlc t Expedition. 

The Otter returned nt Sj o'clock yoateiday 
morning ffpin liuto In lui, wliieh she left on 
Wednesday, at half pas;t ll In the morning. 
Oa Iho way down she touched at Nanuimo, 
where she remained part oi' a day to coal. 
The trip down — riiuniii" lime — was made in 
exactly 30 hour?, distance 183 nautical 
miles. Mr. Wuddington and I ho whole 
party, about 70 men, returned in s«od health 
and spirits. Besides which, '.here were sev- 
eral passengers from Nana i mo; also Mr. C. 
B. Young, who went up and returned with 
the Otter. The men speak in enthusiastic 
terms of the trail, and of the mildness of the 
climate. As they landed, they gave three 
patting cheers for Mr. H addington. 

We learn Irom .Mr. Waddington that 
twu.ly-three miles of trail, almost equivo- 
lent to a wagon road — ten feet wide — has 
been completed, with the exception of a 
ln idge and one or two small unfinished por- 
tions, several miles from the head of the In- 
Jet; but owing to want of time could not be 
com rjlo ted this fall. Above the 23-mile trail, 
several portions of the toud have, been open- 
ed, and the whole trail laid out, blazed, and 
cleared for the passage of a single man, 
nearly up to the Forks pi the Homatheo and 
Moody, 10 miles from the head of the Inlet. 
Mr. Waddington walked back on the trail 
from the Forks to the steamer. Thete are 
sixty-six bridges on the trail, of which the 
greater part are finished. One of them is 
ninety feet long; another fiC> feet long with a 
.li'iglo span 



The difficulties of the Pass through the 
Cascade Mountains are greater than the pro-

A daugh- 
ter of the chief of the Talseni 's. eleven years 
old. had been stolen by esrei.-i the Nicletaws, 
mid had to be ransomed with eight pairs of 
blankets, after a long negotiation, before peace 
was restored. The advanced party were in 
consequence very much pushed for provisions.
